So, many 
of these families: live in one or 
two rooms, paying twenty to thirty 
dollars rent out of their meagre 
income, or in shacks somewhere 
on the edge of town, It is a great

The Workmen’s Compensation 
Act when it was first passed in 
1918 provided for, the meagre pay- 
ment of $20 per month for widows. 
The Act has been amended several 
times: since then and on each occa- 
sion the payment to widows has 


‘(been increased. But also in each 


case the increase has only applied 


to those who became widows after, 


the amendment became law. Thus 
it was that in 1948 when the new 
compensation act provided for an 
increase from $40 to $50, it ap- 


plied only to widows whose hus-. 


bands were killed after March 
31, 1948, 

So there, are four classes of 
widows under our Workmen’s 
Compensation Act. There are still 
31 who get only $20 per month. 
351 get $35 per month and 102 
$40 per month. 

“creasing the widow’s pension to 
$50.in the new act was that the 
cost of living had risen so much 
as to make quite inadequate the 


*| $40 provided for in the old act. 


Cruel Discrimination 


But all Who became widows be- 
fore March 81st, 1948, must some- 


how continue to get along on $40,

reasonable to expect ‘that in -a
